Salerno, March 28.—The extent of 
the calamity at Amalfi and vicinity 
continued to grow Thursday, it being 
estimated that the number of victims 
of the landslide along the shore would 
number at least IOO. 
King Victor Emmanuel is due to 
arrive here from Rome, which he is 
leaving to visit the .stricken area. 
The archbishop of Amalfi, accom­ 
panied by civil and military, visited 
the region Thursday. 
The chief villages affected are Vet- 
tiea, where the bulk of the victims are 
reported; Muling Furore, Praiano and 
Atrani.

Wednesday night said there were at 
least IOO dead at Vettica).
